The amendment filed on 10 September 2002 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims 
drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because : 

1) The applicants state that they elected Group 1 (claims l-3)of the Office action mailed 18 July 2002 drawn to three 
dimensional models and their method of making. 

2) Claims 1-3 were cancelled along with all pending claims in the amendment filed 10 September 2002. 

3) New claims 21-27 are drawn to a crystallographic data processing system, new claims 28 and 29 are drawn to a method of 
using a crystallographic data processing system, new claims 30-35 are drawn to a method of displaying crystallographic data, and new 
claims 36-39 are drawn to a method of using crystallographic data to identify compounds that inhibit binding. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
